WILMINGTON Alert

police believe he was to rob 
the Citizen’s Bank in 
Wilmington Plaza.

Curiously, the Jeep was 
actually backed across the 
handicapped parking spots at 
the wrong angle. As the cruis- 
er approached, the vehicle 
took off around the back of 
the bank and exited onto 


that the license plate was 
attached onto the wrong vehi- 
cle.

Most casual owners of real 
estate-a condo owner, say, whose 
property is managed by an associ- 
ation-are limited in the amount of 
losses that can be deducted against 
income by what are called passive 
loss rules. 

But a real estate professional, 
someone who spends more than 50 
percent of his or her working hours 
and 750 or more hours each year 
actively participating in real estate 
as a developer or landlord or such, 
can qualify for an exemption to 
those rules. But if there are multi- 
ple rental units, the owner would 
be wise to aggregate all of them as 
a single activity, in order to satisfy 
all requirements. That election 
should be made on the original 
return to avoid the passive loss 
rules. 

Even if the individual has missed 
the deadline, up to $25,000 of rental 
losses can be deducted on actively 
managed property, though this 
allowance may be phased out if 
income is too high.

A job well done 


The job of police officers is to apprehend criminals, 
Understandably, more often than not, the apprehensions occur 
after the fact. Occasionally, however, through outstanding 
police work, officers are able to foil a crime before it has been 
committed. Such was the case, Wilmington Police and the 
Town Crier believe, on Monday, September 13, when Officer 
Eric Palmer observed suspicious activity outside the 
Wilmington branch of Citizens Bank. 

On Monday afternoon, Palmer observed a Jeep improperly 
backed into, and across, handicapped parking spaces at the 
Citizens Bank in Wilmington Plaza. The location of the Jeep 
was, incidentally, next to a wall of the bank absent of any win- 
dows. As Palmer's cruiser approached, the Jeep took off 
behind the bank and entered Main Street from behind the CVS 
Pharmacy. 

The editorial staff of the Town Crier, comprised - we believe 

of reasonable persons, would consider that 

Palmer followed the vehicle onto Main Street and discovered 
that the Jeep was displaying a license plate that belonged to 
an entirely different vehicle. He pulled the Jeep over, but as 
Palmer exited his cruiser, the suspect fled at a high rate of 
i) L 

‘The suspect will never make it as a NASCAR driver - he went 
off the road and crashed into a Verizon telephone box less than 
two miles away in Tewksbury. 

Given the circumstances, Palmer made the assumption - rea- 
sonably, we at the Crier believe - that the suspect had just 
robbed'the Citizens Bank and was desperate to avoid capture. 

Not surprisingly, the Jeep had been reported stolen earlier 
out of Boston. ‘ 

The Citizens Bank, as it turns out had not been robbed...yet. 
Police recovered a crumpled up robbery note behind CVS 
Pharmacy - directly in line with the route used by the suspect 
to exit Wilmington Plaza. 

The editorial staff of the Town Crier, comprised - we believe 
- of reasonable persons, concludes that the suspect had every 
intention of robbing the Citizens Bank, had he not been inter- 
rupted by Officer Palmer. 

‘The suspect, incidentally, is known to Wilmington Police. He 
was arrested in 1993 in connection with a housebreak on 
Woburn Street. 

The suspect, one James Ryan, 46, of Boston, was charged by 
Wilmington Police with receiving a stolen motor vehicle, 
receiving a stolen license plate, intent to commit a crime; to 
wit: bank robbery, and a host of vehicle-related offenses. 

It must be incredibly satisfying, as an officer of the law, to 
prevent a crime from happening; especially a crime like bank 
robbery that could have lead to violence. It was an outstand- 
ing bit of police work, for which Officer Eric Palmer should be 
proud. 

Regrettably, the Clerk Magistrate of Woburn District Court 
dismissed the charge of attempt to commit a crime; to wit: 
bank robbery. 

During Ryan's arraignment, the Clerk ruled that - despite the 
suspicious nature of Ryan being parked improperly in a hand- 
icapped parking spot, and despite the fact that he fled when he 
observed a police officer, and despite the fact that he had a 
stolen plate secured on top of the legitimate plates on a stolen 
vehicle, and despite finding a robbery note - Wilmington 
Police did not have probable cause to charge him with 
attempting to commit a crime. 

The legal standard of “probable cause,” in general terms, is 
that the circumstances would lead a reasonable person to 
believe that it is more likely’ than not that a suspect commit- 
ted a crime - or in this case, that the suspect had intent to 
commit a crime. It is a far lower threshold than “beyond a 
reasonable doubt,” which is the standard used to convict a 
defendant in a court of law. 

It is the opinion of the editorial staff of the Town Crier - com- 
prised, we believe, of reasonable persons - that the charge was 
reasonable and should have been heard by a jury and judge. 

The police in Wilmington and in Tewksbury are fighting a 
battle against ever-increasing instances of bank robberies, 
car-breaks, and housebreaks fueled by a climate of a weak 
economy and increasing heroin addiction. The Town Crier 
applauds their outstanding vigilance and perseverance. It 
must be terribly discouraging to see such fine police work 
summarily dismissed. 

On behalf of a grateful community, the Town Crier offers 
gratitude. 

In the most ironic twist in the matter, Ryan was held by 
Woburn District Court after the arraignment on a US 
Marshall's warrant...for violating probation on a prior bank 
robbery.

But I think the scene in the 
park is where the film’s true 
heart lies. This is less the 
story of a man who kills for 
a living, than what that life 
has extracted from his soul. 

Clooney plays Jack (but 
sometimes he is called 
Edward, sometimes Mr. 
Butterfly) is a man of preci- 
sion who keeps his emotions 
locked up tight. He works at 
his profession in a cold and 
calculating manner - on dis- 
play in no better way than it 
is in the first mission we see 
Jack on in Sweden.
